Arkansas Senator Says

WASHINGTON, March 12.—(7)— 
Renewed criticism of the relief ad- 
ministration brought a counter-bar- 
rage of defense today against charges 
of “chiseling” and politics in the care 
of the jobless.

1, In a nationwide radio address, 
Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
majority leader, declared federal of- 
ficials had made “every effort” to 
wipe out politics and irregplarities. 

2. A short time before, young Sen- 
ator Holt, democrat, 
shouted in another floor speech that 
action of Administrator Harry L. 
Hopkins in giving West Virginia’s 
WPA administration a clean bill of 
health “contained more lies per square 
foot than any other report in the his- 
tory of the United States.” 

“Go Down the Line.” 

3. Saying we'll go down the line” 
to keep politics- out of the WPA, 
Hopkins told hig press conference of 
dismissing two Illinois WPA admin- 
istrators, and ordered an investiga- 
tion of new charges that foremen and 
timekeepers at Marion, IIl., had been 
asked to contribute to primary cam- 
pagin funds. 

“If there has been chiseling locally,” 
Robinson told hig radio audience, “it 
has not been countenanced by federal 
officials here, but on the other hand 
every effort has been made to stamp 
out such practices.”

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DEADLINE PASSES 
FOR HAUPTMANN 


Hoffman’s Last Day of 
Power To Reprieve Bru- 
no Goes by Unheeded. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 12. — 
(UP)—Governor Harold G. Hoffman 
—the one man who can save Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann from the electric 
chair—said tonight that so far as he 
was concerned the convicted murderer 
of the Lindbergh baby is going to be 
executed in three weeks. 

There will be no more reprieves, 
the Governor added, and unless some 
authentic new evidence is 
Hauptmann will be electrocuted in the 
week of March 30. The actual date 
and time will be 8.p. m., on either 
Tuesday. March 31, or Friday, April 3. 

Tonight was a sort of deadline for 
Hauptmann. It has been exactly 90 
days since the supreme court reject- 
‘ed his plea for a hearing, thereby 
putting him close to the electric chair. 
Constitutional experts, and Haupt- 
mann himself, believe the Governor 
lacks the power to grant a reprieve 


after tonight. 


Into the thick of things in the last, 
dramatic minutes comes Dr. John F. 
Condon, who paid $50,000 ransom to 
a man he identified as Hauptmann. 
On Tuesday his boat will dock at New 
York. 

Hoffman said tonight he «was eager

RECORD ARMY BILL 
VOTED IN SENATE == 


'$603,230,304° ’ Appropria 
tion Would Hike rs 
Strength to 165,000 Men 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—(/)— 
Boosting War Depariment appropria- 
tions to a $603,230,304 peacetime rec- 
ord, the senate appropriations commit- 
tee today approved an annual supply 
bill which would increase the enlisted 
strength of the army to 165,000 men. 

This action was taken after Gen- 
eral Malin Craig, chief of staff, told 
the confmittee that number was “ab- 
solutely essential if our system of na- 
tional defense is to attain a meas- 
urable degree of success,” The house 
had appropriated for a strength of 
only 147.000. 

The total approved for the War De- 
partment was $58,004,286 more than 
provided by the house. The bulk of 
the increase, however, would go for 
new rivers and harbors projects. 

Reject Florida Canal. 

The senate committee reported the 
appropriations bill after rejecting, 12 
to 11, an amendment setting aside 
$29,000,000 to continue five long-time 
projects started with WPA funds, in- 
cluding the Florida ship canal and 
the Passamaquoddy _tide-harnessing 
project off the Maine coast. 

By rejecting the amendment the 
committee upheld a 6to-5 subcommit- 
tee vote refusing the money after re- 
publicans had protested the projects 
had not been specificaliy authorized 
by congress. 

Senator Fletcher, democrat, 
ida, author of the amendment, said 
the republicans voted against it in| 
an effort to “discredit the administra- 
tion.”

SAINTHOOD IS SOUGHT 
FOR AMERICAN WOMAN 


Vatican Officials Study Rec- 
ords of Mrs. Anna 


Seton. 


VATICAN CITY, March 12.—( 
Ponderous Vatican machinery has 
neg through another phase in the 

ong process for the declaration of 
sainthood for an American woman, 
Mrs. Anna Elizabeth Seton, founder 
of the Sisters of CLarity of the Unit- 
ed States. 
Her candidacy, launched in 1881 
by Cardinal Gibbons, is encouraged 
by Pope Pius, but years of inquir 
remain before it may be complet 
The congregation of rites is now en- 
gaged in examination of her collected 
writings. Satisfaction with these and 
her sanctity and evidence of miracles 
is necessary to her beatification. 

Hindering the process in every way 
possible is a Vatican official some- 
times referred to as the “devil’s ad- 
vocate.” His real title is promoter 
of the faith. His duties are to search 
the lives and records of sainthood 
candidates for flaws. If his diligence 
is vanquished, church authorities feel 
safe against future challenges to the 
saint’s merits. 

Two degrees are involved in saint- 


beatified, an act entitling their mem- 
ory to special veneration in the lo- 
cality wherein they practiced good 
works. Once beatified, the person 
may be called blessed. Second, they 
must be canonized when they become 
saints and may be venerated through- 
out the world. 

The miracles test is frequently the 
most difficult. Before rs. ton 
may be beatified the congregation of 
rites must be convinced beyond doubt 
that at least two important miracles 
have been wrought through her in- 
tercession. Then there must 
further proof that still two moré were 
worked after her beatification before 
she can be canonized. In some cases 
it has taken centuries to satisfy the 
congregation on these points. 

Anna Elizabeth Bayley was born 
in 1774, the daughter of an Ameri- 
can army surgéon and a Protestant. 
At 20 she married James Seton, also 
a Protestant and from an old Scotch 
family in America. They had five 
children when they came to Italy for 
her husband’s health in 1808, he be-

NEW DEPARTURE 
OFFERS ‘STENOS’ 


Recently Developed System 
Based on ‘Kinesthetic 


Perception.’ 

PALO ALTO, Cal., March 12.— 
(UP)—Based on what psychologists 
call “kinesthetic perception,” Ur. J. 
Edgar Coover, professor of psychology 
at Stanford University, has invented 
a new shorthand and _ typewriting 
system which he believes will revolu- 
tionize present-day stenography. 

The new shorthand, which will be 
known as “notescript,” is made up of 
consonants with dots and dashes for 
the vowels. While not as short as 
systems now in use, Dr. Coover de- 
clares, tests have demonstrated it can 
be translated directly from code 
without difficulty. 

The typing system is based on a 
sense of position rather than on sight 
and touch. The student learns a dif- 
ferent. finger position for each key 
before he touches a typewriter, and 
when actual practice starts, his fin- 
gers fall naturally into position. 

Dr. Coover declares the system is 
applicable to all individuals regard- 
less of physical differences or disabil- 
ities of the senses,

LONDON, March 12.—Both the 
British and ‘the French had received 
news of Hitler’s determination to send 
German troops into the Rhineland de- 
militarized zone before the event took 
—— As a matter of fact, the exact 

ate was known, but this was rather 
hastily advanced by a fortnight due 
to the fact that Hitler wanted his 
move to be a fiat accompli before the 
ratification of the onco-Soviet 
treaty. 

Furthermore, according to the eame 


responsible sources, there was a gen- 
eral understanding as to what Hitler’s 
move would mean to the peace of Eu- 
rope and whether or not it would im- 
mediately plunge Europe into another 
war. 

Notwithstanding threatening ges- 
tures and diplomatic fist-shaking, it 
was understood that. no overt act 
would set off an explosion if it could 
be avoided. In short, the French gen- 
German general 


the situation 
further. Of course, there is always a 
risk of some inflammatory incident 
starting a conflagration, as, for ex- 
ample, an irresponsible underling fir- 
ing an unexpected shot and precipitat- 
ing a border clash. 

The consensus here is that there 
will be no war until the next drastic 
move takes place some months hence, 
either by Hitler or some other Euro- 
pean power. The reasons for this con- 
clusion are as follows: 


All Against War. 

The English actually do not want 
war, nor do the French. The Ger- 
mans realize that they are not now 
prepared for war, but Germany is 
confronted by an economic problem 
that exerts continual pressure. The 
present heads of the German army 
are opposed to war, with the possible 
exception of von Blomberg. All these 
men realize the risks and are well 
aware of the creaky places in the 
German military machine. 


The German generals of today were 
the battery and company commanders 
of the great war. They fully appre- 
ciate the necessity and importance of 
a well-trained army. These men would 
much prefer to fight a defensive 
rather than an offensive war, and, 
with that in mind, have so built the 
new German military machine. In the 
first place, the responsible heads of 
the army feel Hitler's enthusiasm has 
compelled a mushroom growth and 
that the German army has been forced 
to absorb raw recruits too rapidly to 
make them effective soldiers. This ap- 
plies to officers, both commissioned 
and non-commissioned, as well as men. 
More than ever, the infantryman and 
artilleryman, because of the develop- 
ments and refinements of modern 
weapons, must be individuals who are 
trained to use these effectively and to 
take care of themselves in action.

When Hitler Falls— 

If and when the Hitler government 
falls, he said, Germany probably 
would be confronted by economic 
chaos and the successor of Hitler 
would have a disturbing situation that 
would make him extremely unpopular 
as head of the government. The in- 
formant would not venture an opinion 
as to who the successor might be. He 
did say, however, that, because of 
skating on such thin economic ice, Dr. 
Hjalmar Schacht, minister of econom- 
ics, might either be compelled to leave 
the country or be liquidated eventual- 
ly to save the faces of those in power. 

Finally, he said that he thought 
there was little danger of communism 
in Germany, no matter what happen- 
ed to Hitler. But his — note was

GOVERNMENT COTTON 
POOL SALES REPORTED 


American Lint Should Be 
Offered to World’s Mills, 
Johnston Says. 


GREENVILLE, Miss., March 12. 
(P}—Oscar Johnston, of Scott, Miss., 
manager of the government cotton 
pool, tonight announced that total spot 


sales of pool cotton since the reopen- 
ing of the pool February 12 are 269,- 
934 bales 

This cotton _ been sold at an 
average basis premium of 
pointsyon the May New York futures 
quotation, he said. 

Prices have been fixed on 233,080 
bales at an average base of 10.84 
cents per pound, which, plus the pre- 
mium, gives an average sales price of 
11.88 cents per pound, and leaves the 
price unfixed on 35,854 bales. Un- 
sold stock consists of approximately 
350,000 bales. 

He also said that March long fu- 
tures contracts carried by the pool 
at the close of business March 11 
were 92,100 bales. 

“There is a mistaken idea,” he 
said, “that the pool is engaged in sell- 
ing futures contracts. This is not corm 
rect. 


Long Futures Purchased. 


“The pool in the past punchased 
long futures, that is to say, made 
eontracts with various and sundry 
persons which obligated those persons 
to deliver to the pool, at a designated 
price, on or before the 24th day of 
March, a designated number of bales 
of cotton. These persons owning cot- 
ton on these contracts are at liberty 
to deliver this cotton to the pool in 
accordance with the rules of the cot- 
ton exchange. 

“The pool is willing and prepared 
to accept delivery of this cotton and 
to pay for it. If these ‘shorts’ do not 
wish to discharge their several obli- 
gations to deliver this cotton to the 
pool, they are at liberty to buy up 
their outstanding contracts. 

“The pool manager has repeatedly 
announced that the pool would not 
be responsible for and would not par- 
ticipate in a ‘market squeeze’ and 
that the pool is entirely willing to 
permit short interests to settle their 
contraets without delivery of cotton. 
provided these shorts are willing to 
pay substantially present prevailing 
market value of contracts. 

et Interest. 

“For this reason, the proper and 
correct way to refer to this transac- 
tion is that short interests who owe 
March cotton must buy futures, not 
that the pool must sell futures. The 
burden and obligation rests upon the 
people who have contracted to deliver 
cotton which they may or may not 
possess, and to meet this obligation 
such persons must either deliver cot- 
ton or pay the price regarded by the 
pool as satisfactory, in order to can- 
cel their contracts.” 

He said that at present market 
prices or better the pool stock will 
be made available to the trade, so 
long as there is an active demand by 
the trade for this cotton. Types of 
cotton most in demand are rapidly 
being exhausted, he said, and for that

With spring eggs offering their best 
in the way of flavor and satisfaction 
from the standpoint of cost, dishes 
in which eggs play a substantial part 
can and should receive maximum at- 
tention. .Serve the following dishes 
and watch your family call for en- 
cores: 

Coated Eggs with Creamed Noodles 
—Add 1-2 teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce to 1 pound sausage meat, and 
mix well. Divide meat into six parts. 
Shell 6 hard cooked eggs and coat each 
egg completely with one portion of the 
sausage, pressing well so it adheres 
firmly to the egg Dip the coated egg 
first into slightly beaten egg, then into 
crushed rice flakes (1 egg. and 1 cup 
rice flakes, crushed after measuring). 
Fry in deep hot fat (375 degrees F.) 
until crisp and browned—about 3 or 
4 minutes. Drain well. Cut 3 of the 
eggs in halves lengthwise and 3 in 
halves crosswise. Toast 6 slices of 
bread to a golden brown, then spread 
with butter. Cyt each slice of toast 
into two triangles, and place two tri- 
angles, points together, in center of 
plate, and in each angle place one- 
half of an egg, having one lengthwise 
and one crosswise half 6n each plate. 
Pour a generous: serving of, creamed 
noodles over toast triangles‘and gar- 
nish with parsley. (Note: Prepare the 
creamed noodles while the fat is get- 
ting hot.) 

CREAMED NOODLES—Melt 2 
tablespoons butter in a saucepan, add 
3 tablespoons flour and blend well. 
Add 1-4 teaspoon salt, 1-2 cup milk 
and 1 16-ounce can noodle soup with 
chicken, and cook, stirring constant- 
ly, until thick. 


Eggs in Mushroom Sauce—Melt 2 
tablespoons butter in a saucepan, 
add 3 tablespoons flour and blend well. 
Add 1 16-ounce can cream of mush- 
room soup and cook, stirring constant- 
ly, until thick. Add 6 slices hard 
cooked eggs, and heat just long enough 
to heat eggs through. Add salt and 
pepper to taste. Serve on toast or 
crackers. 


Deviled Onions with Eggs—Mince 
6 cold boiled onions and 2 hard cook 
ed eggs. Melt 1 tablespoon butter in a 
saucepan, add 1 tablespoon flour and 
blend well. Add 2-3 cup milk and 
stir until thickened. Season with 11-2 
teaspoons Worcestershire sauce, 1 
teaspoon prepared brown mustard, 3-4 
teaspoon salt, and a dash of pepper 
and paprika. Add this piquant sauce 
to the minced onions and eggs, place 
in a baking dish, sprinkle with but- 
tered bread crumbs or grated cheese, 
and bake in a moderately slow oven 
(350 degrees F.) for about 20 min- 
utes or until lightly browned. Thig is 
an unusual dish and a very good one. 


Eggs with Chicken Noodles—wW hen 
separating eggs for angel food ca§e, 
gently place yolks in large soup bowl, 
being careful not to break them. After 
cake is-in oven, bring 1 quart water 
to simmering point, and add 1 table- 
spoon cider or white vinegar, then let 


| yolks slide from dish into water. Every 


3 or 4 minutes, move yolks around in 
water with wooden spoon so they do 
not touch, Cook 10 minutes or until 
quite firm. Drain and cool, if not used 
at once. Pan broil 5 or 6 thin slices 
raw or boiled ham in 2 tablespoons 
butter until golden brown, then re- 
move from skillet and place each slice 
of ham on a thin slice of buttered 
toast which is arranged on warm plat- 
ter. Blend 2 tablespoons flour with 
butter remaining in skillet, then add 
1 16-ounce can noodle soup with 
chicken and stir until a medium thick 
sauce is formed. Rlace egg yolks in 
sauce and allow mixture to simmer 
slowly until eggs are heated through. 
Arrange 2 yolks on each slice of ham 
and surround them with noodles and 
sauce, 


Spaghetti and Egg Scramble—Fry 
eight slices bacon until crisp, then re- 
move from pan and break into small 
pieces. Beat four eggs until light and 
fluffy, add one 13 1-2-ounce can 
cooked spaghetti in tomato sauce, and 
turn into skillet containing a small 
amount of the bacon fat. Stir gently 
until the consistency of scrambled 
eggs. Add bacon broken into small 
ng and salt and pepper to taste.

Escalloped Eggs and Cheese—One 
and one-half cups dry ground bread 
crumbs, six hard-boiled eggs cut in 
slices, one cup cheese and two cups 
white sauce. Arrange in layers in a 
buttered casserole, bread crumbs, eggs, 
cheese and white sauce. Make white 
sauce by melting three tablespoons 
butter, adding three tablespoons flour 
and two cups milk. Stir until thick- 
ened and season. In each layer place 
small bits of butter and seasonings of 
salt and pepper. The last layer should 
be crumbs mixed with melted butter. 
Bake in a moderate oven 30 minutes. 
Serve with tomato sauce. Serves four 
to five. 


Bacon Souffle—Six slices of bread, 
one cup fried bacon, diced (one-half 
to three-fourths pound), five eggs, 
beaten slightly, two cups milk, three- 
fourths teaspoon salt or more, one- 
fourth teaspoon mustard, paprika. 
Dice bacon and cook in skillet until 
light brown. Drain, if bacon is very 
fat. Use some of the fat to grease a 
baking dish. Arrange bread in cas- 
serole in layers, cutting some of the 
slices if necessary to fit the dish. 
Sprinkle the cooked bacon, season- 
ings and some of the fat over each 
layer. Reserve some for the top. Com- 
bine eggs and milk and pour over the 
bread. Sprinkle remaining bacon on 
top. Cook in moderate oven (350 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) until puffy and a 
knife inserted in center comes out 
clean—about one hour.

COURT DEAL OFFERED 
ON ALABAMA PRIMARY 


“Let People Choose Dele- 
gates and We'll Drop Suit,” 
McQueen Told. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 12. 
(?)—George Pegram and H. L. Flur- 
ry, attorneys for a group contesting 
appointment of Alabama’s national 
democratic convention delegates, to- 
day issued a statement proposing to 
discontinue a court proceedings if the 
state democratic executive committee 
would “rescind its action in appoint- 
ing delegates. 

Flurry and Pegram filed mandamus 
proceedings in Tuscaloosa county cir- 
cuit court this week against John D. 
McQueen, chairman of the democratic 
executive committee, who had refused 
to certify their list of 22 convention 
delegates. | 

McQueen held hia action merely 
was “administrative,” since the whole 
committee had selected a list of dele- 
gates at meetings here in November 
and. January. He said there was no 
way he could submit a list to the sec- 
retary of state to appear on a ballot 
with the committee’s list. 

To Seek Higher Ruling. 

Flurry and Pegram prefaced their 
proposal te drop the suit with a state- 
ment it was “the confidently deter- 
mined intentions of counsel for those 
offering themselves ag candidates to 
the national democratic convention by 
a vote of the people, to press for a 
supreme court decision x x x.” 

The full statement follows: 

“It is confidently determined inten- 
tion of counsel for those offering 
themselves as candidates for delegates 
to the national democratic convention 
by vote of the people, to press for a 
supreme court decision as the arbi- 
trary and dictatorial power conferred 
upon the state executive committee by 
the primary election act of 1931. 

Restore Power to People. 

‘However, this suit would be dis- 
missed on condition that the executive 
committee rescind its action in ap- 
pointing delegates and allow any dem- 
ocrat who desires to do so to qualify 
and enter the primary election. 

“Thus, the power to choose dele- 
gates to the convention would be re- 
stored to the democrats of Alabama, 
where it belongs, and for the restora- 
tion of which suit is being prosecuted. 

‘To this end, counsel for petition- 
ers in the case make this open and 
public proposal to the committee.” 

In the same resolution naming the 
national convention delegates, the 
state committee provided a preferen- 
tial primary for president. Only Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s name was qualified 
before March 1, when entrance closed.

To this situation corresponded 
also Germany’s position in the world. 
Germany’s collapse was not only the 
Collapse of one state but the collapse 
of Europe. Since this collapse we 
have witnessed in Europe a series of 
internal crises, continuous tension 
and unceasing catastrophies. 

Thus Europe and the whole world 
have not become quieter since then. 
Contrasts have not lessened, on the 
contrary they have become more 
crass. Mistrust today fills — on 
one side, hatred on the other, envy 
and then again fear. 

Just as our people were decom- 
posed domestically, so also were 
whole nations decomposed. It was 
under such conditions on January

strength. Just as in individual life 
man and his existence depend upon 
his will power, his determination and 
courage and not upon the assistance 
of others, so also I must insist to 
begin with that a people can build 
only upon its own strength. 

And I, fourthly, was determined 
to see to it that this power makes 
itself manifest through its own dis- 
play of will and in a deed... 

I have fought for the idea that the 
strength of a people lies in a con- 
centration of its will in one will, in 
a concentration of its determination 
and in a concentration of its action 
in one action. 

Fifthly, I was at that time de- 
termined to restore peace within Ger- 
many in that I turned against those 
who believed they must safeguard 
their interest in eternal civil and 
class wars, in everlasting party and 
economie struggles . 


OURS IS REGIME 
OF NO ONE CLASS 

I have taken the standpoint that 
the regime must be independent of 
individual interests. The regime must 
not be subservient to this one or that 
one—it must keep in mind the inter- 
ests of all before individual inter- 
ests. I recognize no regime of pegs- 
ants, no regime of workers, of city 
folk, of craftsmen. and tradesmen of 
industry. I recognize but one regime 
—the regime of the German people. 

Just as I had five principles for 
internal peace of the nation, for in- 
ternal understanding and mutual re- 
spect, which were at the same time 
instructive for national socialism, 80 
also I have endeavored to accustom 
the German people to the world 
about them. 

I sought the big ideal of peace 
with the conviction that in the long 
run Europe can be happy only un-) 
der this ideal. It is my desire to 
solve big international conflicts ex- 
actly as I have succeeded internally, 
that is by taking into account view- 
points of right and acceptability, and 
therefore reason. 

It may be said to me: “That is 
impossible, that is fantastic, that is 
idealistic.” 

I believe in these ideals. ‘hey 
have already succeeded in some cases. 
I do not come before the German 
people perhaps as a babbler. I can 
say: These thoughts have directed 
me for three years and they have 
served me well. 

When I took over the government 
three years ago the German people 


were surrounded with enmity in Eu- | 
rope and the worst was that there | 
was so little reflection about what | 
this meant. Neither here nor any-| 
where else was the problem thought) 
over with eufficient sobriety. lKv- 
erybody let himself be dragged into 
hatred, envy, fear, jealousy—in short 
into the unnatural emotions which 
can be called unreasonable. 


CLASHES ONLY BRING 
TEMPORARY SUCCESSES 
I have tried to introduce common 
sense into our relations with the 
world about us. I tried to build 
up these relations upon eternal prin- 
ciples, upon fundamental laws of 
human inter-relationships and human 
common endeavor that have been 
proven correct. 3 
I have further tried to involve) 
logic; I have tried to make clear, 
to the world and to the German peo- | 
ple that Europe is but a small con-| 
ception, that in this small Europe for | 
centuries fundamental changes have | 
no longer taken place, that even in 
Europe it is a question of a family | 
of peoples and that individual mem: | 
bers of this family are each hard- | 
ened in themselves in that they rep-| 
resent nations filled with traditions | 
and looking back upon the great past) 


| 


was not without success in this at- 
tempt. 

Three years ago there was still a 
wide gap between us and Poland. it 
then proved possible for me gradual- 
ly to lessen the tension and, thanks 
to the enlightened grasp of another 

at leader and statesman (the late 

arshal Pilsudski), gradually to 
bring the two peoples near one an- 
other. 

From this mutual approach there 
developed a realization of the neces- 
sity for sensibly living next to each 
other. From this again emerged 
gradually a mutual consideration for 
each other. 

I am convinced that after a cer- 
tain period people will not under- 
stand how two such peoples could 
ever enter into almost a sphere of 
traditional and hereditary enmity. 

I have tried to take out the poison 
and to normalize the relationship be- 
tween the two peoples. And have 
succeeded. I have succeeded to the 
advantage of two peoples and only 
perhaps to the detriment of the eter- 
nal communistic troubles-maker. 

I believe to begin with that a rich 
blessing accrued to the economy of 
both nations in the form of this rap- 
prochement. 

Just as the economy of these two 
nations suffered for years in uncer- 
tainty, so our entire east suffered 


Y from this uncertainty. But not only 


we but the other side also. What 
has all of that to do with common 
sense? Neither will Poland ever 
wipe out Germany nor Germany de- 
stroy Poland. 


COMMON SENSE 
WILL- TRIUMPH 


Two peoples are here as two real- 
ities and they are doing well make 
life bearable. 

I have tried to transplant this 
same idea from the east to the west. 
Here too, I tried and I believe it is 
the first time a German nationalist 
has done it to demonstrate that a 
continuation of the so-called heredi- 
tary enmity is senseless for both 
peoples because it is devoid of rea- 
son and must necessarily be so. 

To be sure that is not easy. Many 
will say: “Here is, perhaps, where 
you will fail.” But I believe in my 
ideals and I also. believe in this 
ideal—that common sense will some 
day triumph here also. In any case, 
I believe it is necessary to do every- 
thing possible to insure the triumph 
of this common sense, 

I am saying this as a German na- 
tionalist, only as such can I say it, 
and in so doing it I am certainly not 
speaking of renouncing any rights of 
my people, just as I do not want to 
deprive others of their rights. I want 
to find a synthesis between the 
rights of both peoples. I do not want 
to deprive other people and I shall 
never permit Germans to be deprived 
of their rights. 


FACE EACH OTHER 
COMPLETELY EQUAL 


_ I believe the first thing necessary 
is for both peoples to face each 
other as completely equal, complete- 
ly equal because only from such 
equality of rights can there develop 
the necessary respect. 

I blame my predecessors for not 
attempting to build up rapproche- 
ments with the aid of the best Ger- 
man elements and not upon the idea 
of unconditional equality. 

And I have determined that my 
conciliation policy shall and must 
be filled with the idea there is no 
such thing as two partners with dif- 
ferent rights and that there can only 
be partners with equal rights. Only 
from this equality of rights can there 
develop mutual respect. Only from 
mutual respect can there come mu- 
tual consideration, . 

We have here two peoples. Be- 
tween them lie mrecical misfortunes. 
Both peoples have untold times 


drenched battlefields with the blood’ 


of their best people. Frontiers have 
shifted now. 50 kilometers in this 
— and now 50 in that direc- 
ion. 

A final result could never be 
achieved this way, but to the con- 
trary both peoples would lose their 
best blood and during the interim 
their economy also would suffer from 
worry, distrust, from fear and from 
hatred. 

I believe a quieter reflection must 
also show these two peoples the way 
to each other. If someone asks me: 
“Do you think that too idealistic a 
policy?” I must answer: “Anything 
that corresponds to comman sense 
is, in the last analysis, real.” 


OUR NATIONALISM 
HOLDS SOLUTION 


This conception of German and 
French relations is much more real 
than the conception of those who 
believe that only with prejudice or 


with secrets can these problems be y 


approached. 

Of course, this too I am saying 
as a German nationalist. And here- 
in lies the advantage of what I am 
saying. 

Perhaps there are people in France 
who say, “Why, that man is a Ger- 
man nationalist.” You may thank 
70d a German nationalist wantg to 
stretch out the hand of reconcilia- 
tion to you. If another one did it, 
it would be worthless anyway. 

Only he who can win over the en- 
tire German people to this world of 
ideas is a really valuable partner. 
He who can appeal only to certain 
internationally orientated circles 
does not bring with him the most 
valuable part of the people, for what- 
ever is valuable has its origin in its 
own nationalism, is accurate in na- 
tional consciousness, is rooted in 
tradition, is proud and bold—and 
that is what I am bringing to this 
reconciliation as speaker for 67,00U,- 
000 people. 

I am told: “Yes, common sense— 
but are there not other imponder 
ables that determine life?” 

I protest against the claim that 
those conceptions are more impor- 
tant that are not anchored in com- 
mon sense. Let no one tell me state- 
craft teaches it is not possible. State- 
craft teaches in the long run the 
method employed hitherto has led to 
no result. 

I am a German nationalist and 
shall defend the interests of my peo- 
ple with the whole fanaticism of a

COMMUNISM 
GNAWS AT VITALS 


This question of equal rights is a 
problem which stirs us today. That 
is the question we have not lightly 
taken on our shoulders but one which 
we feel to be a duty, not because we 
want something, but because we do 
not want Germany to live honorless 
among peoples and because I look 
anxiously to the future. 

However much Germany desires 
eace, however necessary it may be 
or Europe, a certain movement 
which gnaws at the vitals of na- 
tions is interested in not having 
peace among nations. (Hitler here 
refers to communism). 

Tt is against this movement that 
I turn and against which I defend 
myself. The German people once 
signed a pact. This pact was con- 
cluded at a bad time. It demanded 
from us a very heavy sacrifice. About 
14,700,000 people, therefore almost 

twice as many as inhabit the Bel- 
gian kingdom, according to this pact 
were left unprotected on the open 
border of the reich. 

The question today would not ex- 
ist if the other side had drawn simi- 
lar consequences, with the same rec- 
ognition, and then filled with the 
same motives as Germany. 


NO INTENTION 
OF ATTACKING FRANCE 


So long as the other side conduct- 
ed itself purely in a defensive way 
we have nothing to complain about. 
France has an alliance with Poland, 
but she subordinates this alliance 
to the decision of the League of 
Nations, as does her alliance with 
Belgium. 

Germany has neither the intention 
nor the will to attack France, neither 
the intention nor the will to attack 
Czechoslovakia nor to attack Po- 
land. 

The relations France has had with 
these states could never be a mat- 
ter of indifference to us. France, 
however, has now taken up the same 
relations with soviet Russia. So- 
viet Russia does not border on Ger- 
many, but through a third state it 
is brought to Germany. It is here 
that I arise as anxious warner of 
the German people. 

I know what the German people 
want. I would like very much to 
know what France wants. 

What bolshevism wants is well 
known to us. That we experienced 
in our country. No foreign states- 
man can here tell me anything... 
if the other statesmen hitherto had 
oe oe they can be congratu- 
ated. 


NOT DEFENSELESS 
AGAINST BOLSHEVISM

In the rest of the world today we 
see insurrections, plunderings and 
strikes. Veritable nonsense has the 
reins in hand and men are tearin 
each other to pieces.

WE DON’T TELL OTHERS 
WHAT THEY SHOULD DO 


Germany has but one desire— 
namely, to do its work quietly. The 
German people want nothing from 
other peoples but want to be happy 
according to their own liking. 

We are not telling others what 
they should do. It is a lie to say 
national socialism is to -be forced 
upon other peoples. We do not think 
about them. I would like to tell 
anxious statesmen that I far pre- 
fer to have. national socialism 
patented for our people. We have 
become through it lastly and again 
great. Other people can arrange 
their lives as they wish to. But our 
life is well regulated! 

This demon, however, which every- 
where seeks to insinuate itself is 
unique, is only interested in dividing 
peoples. I must say that this new 
development today is the first egg 
hatched. We only hope other na- 
tions will permit no more cuckoo 
eggs to be laid in their nests... . 

What has happened? Germany, 
in the conviction a treaty was bro- 
ken by the other side, denounced 
this treaty herself. Germany draws 
from this denunciation the sole pos- 
sible consequence of restored full 
sovereignty to reich territory. For 
Germany’s great power does not re- 
nounce territory of more than 14,- 
500,000 if there is no counterpart. 

I can only assure you here that 
nothing, certainly nothing in the 
world, can move us to renounce this 
sovereignty. Not because we desire 
unrest, but because I am convinced 
that only upon this pre-supposition

“It would seem,” the former Presi- 
dent said, ‘‘that when our federal gov- 
ernment and our state governments 
are endeavoring to build up economic 
security for the individual through 
old-age pensions and through unem- 
ployment ineurance, that this great 
segment of economic security repre- 
sented by life insurance might well 
be freed from taxation.

ON “MONTLED TEETH’ 


U. S. To Conduct Surveys in 
Texas To Prevent 
Discoloration. 


AMARILLA, Texas, March 12.--(4) 
Preventin “mottled teeth” from 
marring the appearance of any more 
children will be one ultimate goal of 
five surveys to be made in Texas by 
the United States Public Health 
Service. 
Fluorine in drinking water is 
lamed for the brown stain that has 
discolored the teeth of hundreds of 
children in more than a score of 
states. It was announced recently 
in Washington that scientific meth- 
ods to prevent the stain had been per- 
fected, but that a campaign for its 
elimination would have to wait until 
after the surveys, which are expected 
to open the way for further work. 
They will be conducted at Amarillo, 
Dallas, Houston, Wichita Falls and 
Weatherford. 
Only children up to 10 years of 
age are known to be vulnerable to 
the enamel stain which, once con- 
tracted, lasts a lifetime. Although 
no other harmful effects are recog- 
nized, it has been suggested that per- 
haps other damage is caused, to adults 
as well as- children. 

To that end the surveys will seek 

to determine if fluorine damages 
other bony structures of the body. 
All fractures- suffered in Amarillo 
last year will be checked. The total 
will be compared with the number in 
other cities of equal size to determine 
if faulty bones are more prevalent 
in areas of fluorine-infested water. 
Dr. W. C. Beasley, of Detroit, rep- 
resenting the public health service, 
came here recently to make prelimi- 
nary plans for the Amarillo survey. 
According to Dr. John W. Brown, 
state health officer, the Panhandle- 
west Texas region constitutes the 
largest known single “brown stain” 
area in the nation. About 200 such 
areas are known in 23 states and 100 
others are under suspicion. 
Fluorine is a _ widely-distributed, 
reactive element, which combines 
readily with other elements. Minyte 
quantities in drinking water ove a 
leng period of time will cause tooth 
stain.

. WASHINGTON, March 12.—(4)— 
Dr. William Holland Wilmer, 73, re- 
garded by his associates as one of 
the world’s most famous eye — 
ists, died today of a heart attack. 

In 1931, King Prajadhipok, of Siam, 
journeyed halfway around the globe 
to have a cataract on one eye diag- 
nosed by Dr. Wilmer prior to its re- 
moval in New York. 

Other distinguished patients inciud- 
ed President Theodore Roosevelt; 
Booth Tarkington, the writer; Vis- 
count Grey, of Fallodon; Sir ‘Auck- 
land Geddes, former British ambas- 
sador to the United States, and Colo- 
nel Charles A. Lindbergh. 

In co-operation with the Rockefel- 
ler Foundation and the commonwealth 
fund nearly $4,000,000 was subscribed 
for the erection and endowment of 
the Wilmer Ophthalmological Iinstti- 
tute, connected with Johns Hopkins 
University at Baltimore, Md., at that 
time the only institution of its kind. 

Dr. Wilmer headed the institute un- 
til 1934, when he returned to his pri- 
vate practice in Washington. 

At the outbreak of the World War 
he was commissioned & major in the 
medical corps. In August, 1918, he 
jwent to France to become head of the 
medical laboratories of the American 
Expeditionary Forces. 

For this work he was awarded the 
distinguished service medal in 1919 
and the French legion of honor in 
1924 and was discharged from the 
regular army with the rank of briga- 
dier general. 

DR. A. H. BRUNDAGE. 

NEW YORK, March 12.—(#)—Dr. 
Albert Harrison Brundage, 74, toxi- 
cologist, died at the Central Islip 
State hospital on Long Island today 
of pneumonia. 

Dr. Brundage, professor emeritus of 
toxicology and physiology at Mar- 
quette University since 1908, moved 
out of his home in Woodhaven, 
Queens, recently saying the mortgage 
was being foreclosed. 

While teaching at the University 
of Nashville he was severely burned 
in rescuing 30 students from a blaz- 
ing building. For his heroism he re- 
ceived the congressional medal of 
From 1901 to 1904 Dr. Brun- 
dage served as chairman of the New 
York state committee on poisons.

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TALMADGE IN SPEECH 
ADMITS ROAD DELAY 


“Will Conduct Real Pro- 
gram After Siesta of Pol- 
itics,”” He Says. 


Governor Eugene Talmadge last 
night promised that “when this little 
siesta of politics is over in 1986 we 
will conduct a real highway program 
of quantity and quality,” while Colo- 
nel Willard T. Chevalier, New York 
city, president-elect of the American 
Road Builders’ Association, speaking 


on the same program with the Gov- 
ernor, asserted that the only excuse 
for diverting gasoline taxes is the same 
excuse “every pickpocket and embezzler 
gives—that they need the money.” 

Governor Talmadge and Colonel 
Chevalier appeared on a banquet pro- 
gram at the Capital City Club, the 
meéting having been arranged as one 
of a series of five in southern states 
in the interest of advaneing highway 
construction programs. Other speak- 
ers included William P. McDonald, 
New York city, president of the 
American, Road Builders’ Association, 
and Charles M. Upham, Washington, 
D. C., engineer-director of the asso- 
ciation. Goodloe Yancey, of Atlanta, 
was host at the banquet. 

Arranged Before Tangle. 

The highway meeting was arranged 
before the Georgia road construction 
program became complicated by recent 
financial developments. Governor Tal- 
madge was accompanied to the meet- 
ing by Chairman Eugene Wilburn, of 
the highway commission, and Judge 
Max IL. McRae, commission member. 
The Governor departed before Colonel 
Chevalier spoke. State Highway En- 
gineer Henry Newton was chairman 
of the dinner program. 

“If some of Georgia’s senators and 
representatives would let Chief Me 
Donald, of the Bureau of Public 


Roads, alone, he would be all right for 
| Georgia,” declared Governor Talmadge. 

Colonel Chevalier told those attend- 
ing the meeting that one person out of 
pb ten in the United States is de- 
pendent upon employment conducted 
directly or indirectly with the high- 
way industry and that there never was 
anything more vicious. than diversion 
of gasoline taxes for general commu- 
nity service. 

More than 300 Georgia highway of- 
ficials, county commissioners, -engi- 
neers, contractors, equipment dealers, 
and materials producers attended the 
highway program rally. 

The Visiting officials of the Road 
Builders’ Association will go to 
lumbia, 8S. C., for a similar meeting 
today, and another in Raleigh, N. C., 
next Monday.

“Of the vast millions of state high- 
way funds allocated to this state only 
six and three-tenths per cent of those 
funds have been expended on high- 
ways up to this date,” he declared.

To Explore Wreck, He 
Tells Audience. 

“TI can heatly wee to go down inte 
the wreck of Lusitania,” Captain 
John D. Craig, underseas camera ad- 
venturer, told a large audience last 
night, speaking. in a lecture inthe 
Town Hall Intime series, at the At- 
lanta Woman's Club auditorium.

“IN AMPLE TIME” 

The Governor makes the state- 
ment that the democratic commit- 
tee will be called “in ample time.” 

Fhe people of Georgia would 
like to know just what the Gov- 
ernor means by “ample time.” 

Matters of this kind are usually 
governed by precedent. In the last 
three presidential primaries, two of 
the committees were called in Jan- 
uary and the third in February. 

The national convention will con- 
vene in Philadelphia in June, and 
Georgia is one of the few states in 
which there has been no call for 
meeting of the committee. 

The insistent and unprecedented 
delay can mean but one thing— 
that the chairman of the committee 
will delay the call just as long as 
possible with the hope, Micawber- 
like, that “something will turn up.” 

The Governor says ‘‘we still have 
a democratic party in Ggorgia.... 
1 am a democrat and am willing to 
abide by the rules of the state com- 
mittee.” , 

He refuses, however, to take any 
cognizance of county action, de- 
spite the fact that no county would 
have acted independently if a fair 
chance had been given by the state 
committee for the voters of the 
state to express themselves. 

The counties that have held presi- 
dential preference primaries have 
done so in the well-warranted fear 
that the state is to be denied an 
expression at the ballot box. 

The Governor has an excellent 
chance to show his good faith by 
insisting that the state chairman call 
the committee together at once. 


FEIDELSON’S GOOD RECORD

ANOTHER COUNTY SPEAKS 

The 17-to-1 maority for Roose- 
velt in the presidential preferetice 
balloting in Harris county furnishes 
another convincing evidence of the 
overwhelming sentiment in Georgia 
for the President’s renomination. 

In the gubernatorial contest in 
1934, the Governor carried the 
county by a vote of 423 to 96 for 
Judge Pittman. In Tuesday’s pri- 
mary, the vote was Roosevelt 1,121; 
Talmadge 63. 

The result of this primary is an 
unusually authentic yardstick of the 
Opinion of the state, because the 
primary was a Strictly home affair. 

Wanting to assure an uninflu- 
enced expression by the voters, the 
county staged a surprise election, 
with neither the Roosevelt nor the 
Talmadge forces outside of the 
county knowing anything about it. 

Thus the county was able to go 
on record without having been be- 
Sieged by state officials and em- 
ployes, as has been the case in 
other counties. Nor was any in- 
fluence exerted by the Roosevelt or- 
ganization in the state. 

In the case of Seminole county, 
the first in the state to hold a presi- 
dential preference primary, heads of 
State departments swarmed into the 
county before election day and it is 
reported that every representative 
of a state department in the county 
was put to work drumming up votes 
for the Governor, while tempting 
bait was held out as to the good 
things that would come the coun- 
ty’s way if it voted for the Gov- 
ernor, 

It was to no avail, Seminole’s 
voters reversing the overwhelming 


majority they gave the Governor in 
the primary of a year and a half 
ago. Harris county wisely decided 
it wanted no outside influence in its 
decision. 

The significance of the Harris re- 
sult is emphasized by the fact that 
it is a strictly agricultural area, with 
but few incorporated communities, 
and those of small size. 

In the 17-to-1 majority for Roose- 
velt the farming population of the 
county reveals, as did the farmers 
of Seminole, the extent to which 
the rural sections of Georgia are 
aware of the far-reaching benefits 
which have accrued to them under 
the policies of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration.

Rather than sur- 
render, the first division of the Ethio-

The actual advance of Marshal EBa- 
dolglio is insignificant, but the morale 
of the Ethiopians has been shattered 
by the fighting south of Makkale, 
which began on February 3. An over- 
whelming sense of hopelessness and 
gloom. has taken the place of the 
combative ardor of the Ethiopians 
who have been engaged. If the rains 
were not coming on and the colossal 
mountains did not render fast prog- 
ress impossible, I would say that the 
Italian armies could smash their way 
to Addis Ababa in a month’s time. 

Tens of thousands of warriors are 
streaming back to their villages. Dis- 
ease, in the form of typhus, dysen- 
tery and spotted fever, is decimating 
the armies of the Negus. You see 
dead or dying or mortally sick men 
every step of the way. Even the well 
are dragging themselves homeward 
with difficulty. {f am still far from 
Seyoum’s army, but if conditions are 
similar amongst his troops, I would 
say that the spirit of the Ethiopian 
army is broken and that unless the 
League of Nations takes some more 
drastic steps than it has done hitherto 
to halt the aggressor, Abyssinia’s 
goose is cooked next fall. 

Ras Maleguetta’s bulletin about the 
fighting at Makkala published at Gon- 
dar admits some patrol skirmishes and 
a strategic retreat. It is possible that 
he is withdrawing in orderly fashion 
down Socota-way. But here on the 
main caravan-route that runs from 
Lake Tsana to Axum, the impression 
one gets is one of complete demorali- 
zation. I can now see clearly that 
sooner or later Ethiopia must submit. 

The Italian radio stations, which 
we hear plainly here, call this a war 
for justice, humanity and civilization. 
t is a war of extermination, un- 
worthy of Italy. If the world can- 
not do anything else it should ask 
the Duce to stop bespattering the 
name of his own country with inno- 
cent blood.

And 
the gossip notes would inquire in 
fewer and plainer words what well- 
known local dictator got plastered in 
the Stork Club the other dawn and 
was carried out stiff as a stuffed 
horse, ' 

The prince is one of your long-leg- 
ged, flat-bellied, dashing, domineering, 
athletic types. He used to string 
with Adolf Hitler in Germany and 
took a hand in the famous Munich 
putsch, but quit Hitler and came back 
home to start his own little dictator- 
ship with the eventual purpose of re- 
storing the Hapsburg monarchy. Or, 
if it could come to that, he would be 
quite willing to accept the throne 
himself, considering that his fine fam- 
ily is supposed to about three hun- 
dred years older than that of the 
royal breed. 

It really makes little difference 
whose family is older when they go 
back that far, considering that in 
those days they all tore meat with 
their fingers, wiped their hands on 
their whiskers, didn’t smell fresh and 
would be regarded as a lot of frowsy 
bums from the present-day standpoint 
of the soclety editor. 


Quit It was exciting fun to trail 
a with Hitler in the early 
Hitler. days of the nazi campaign, 
but the prince soon perceiv- 
ed that Hitler intended to pinch off 
Austria for himself, rub out the border 
and attach the country to Gérmany. 
As a loyal Austrian, devoted to the 
monarchy, he eouldn’t take any part 
in that. Austrians of his set are 
royalists, and ever so often a delega- 
tion of army officers or students of 
the aristocracy go stomping down the 
cellar steps of the Capuchin church 
to spank their heels together and lay 
wreaths on the bronze sarcophagi of 
Francis Joseph and Maria Theresa, 
with trailing ribbons lettered in gold 
with vows of loyalty. 

There is no doubt they would gladly 
give their lives in the fight for the 
restoration. That would be their idea 
of a wonderful time. Moreover, al- 
though the prince is a tough guy, he 
is also something of a sportsman who 
enjoys a fight but gets comparatively 
little fun out of an execution. He 
found he couldn’t go along with Hit- 
ler in the great-slow massacre of the 
German Jews, not so much because he 
pitied or admired the Jews as because 
they were helpless and therefore af- 
forded no sport. The Jews have no 
protective coloration, so to speak, 

If his appearance doesn’t proclaim 
him his pride may, and even if he 
tries to conceal himself, the legal rec- 
ords furnish the proof. A _ socialist 
may disguise himself as a royalist or 
join the fatherland front, which is 
Starhemberg’s own private army. They 
are wily, persistent and defiant, and 
although they can’t win, they can be 
relied on to put up a good contest, 
like a fox in the field or a trout in 
the stream. Very often a socialist 
gets away, and that adds to the pleas- 
ure of the game. 


Hitler was a grim and 
Wrong mirthless man, without a 
Answer. friend or confidant in the 

world, who never takes a 
drink, never twitches his funny mus- 
tache at a fast blonde in a hotel bar, 
and he doesn’t even eat meat or smoke. 
Moreover, he has frequently been 
known to shoot a friend, and, adding 
him all up, Prince Ernst Rudiger von 
Starhemberg decided that Adolf Hitler 
wasn’t the right answer. ’ 

And, finally, the position of dicta- 
tor in his own country was vastly 
preferable to that of second string 
tough guy in Germany. 

Vienna is a good-time town. The 
women are pretty and easy to meet, 
the music is good, and the public 
opinion, after centuries of schooling 
by generations of romantic Hapsburgs, 
is not inclined to ask a dictator, 
“Who was that lady I seen you with 
last night?’ 

The. social life of the young dictator 
and his attitude toward the working 
classes so nearly resemble that of 
some of our rich and jaunty young 
barflies of the better element in New 
York that I ean almost picture an 
American Starhemberg ruling New 
York with a strong-arm militia from 
field headquarters in the Waldorf bar, 
the St. Regis roof and the Central 
Park casino. 

Of course, he takes orders. from 
Mussolini, because Mussolini pays the 
expense, but he enjoys the same posi- 
tion and privileges that Mussolini and 
Hitler hold and doesn’t even pretend 
to be a clean-desk man or an early 
rising executive—unless you mean 


early in the afternoon.

Work To Be Done With Aid 
of WPA .Funds in Near 


Future. 


Extensive improvements intended 
to increase the hospital’s service to 
Atlantans will begin at Grady hos- 
pital in the near future, J. B. Frank- 
i 


n, superintendent, announced yester-| 


day. 

The proposed work will be done 
with the aid of funds from the Works 
Progress Administration, and will be- 
gin as soon as minor details are work- 
ed out, according to the superintend- 
ent. The board of trustees of the hos- 
pital has already approved the proj- 
ec 


One of the most important of the 
series of improvements will be the 
construction of a new emergency clinic 
on the basement floor of the hospital, 
Mr. Franklin announced. At present, 
emergency patients must be taken up 
a flight of stairs from the ambulance 
platform. Under the new plan patients 
will be received at the street level. 

The old emergency receiving ward 
will be made into a prisoners’ ward, 
for patients under police charges. 
Viarred windows will be installed to 
provide a place of safekeeping while 
the prisoner is recovering. 

Other major improvements to be 
carried out will include a complete re- 
modeling job on the hospital kitchen, 
improvement of the out-patients clinic, 
and the purchase of a new mobile 
combination X-ray unit apd ortho- 
pedie table. 

Treatment of aged persons with 
fractured hips, described by physi- 
cians as one of the most common in- 
juries received at Grady, will be great- 
ly facilitated by the new X-ray equip- 
ment, according té\Mr. Taylor. 

One new ambulance is to be added 
to the fleet of four which the hos- 
pital now possesses, according to the 
plane. ; 

Steam for the hospital, how provid- 
ed by its own plant, will be furnished 
by the Georgia Power Company at a 
great saving to the city, under a con- 
tract already signed, it was said.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—(/)— 
Senator Robert R. Reynolds, demo- 
crat, North Carolina, tonight describ- 
ed as “un-American” the Kerr-Cool- 
idge alien deportation bills now pend-" 
ing before congress. 


Reynolds cited eight objections to 
the measures, chief of which he said 
were provisions exempting from de- 
portation alien narcotic addicts and 
granting of alleged discretionary pow- 
ers in the deportation of alien crimi- 
nals. 

Reynolds said support of the bills 
by the American Civil Liberties Union, 
the International Migration Service of 
Geneva, and the Foreign Language In- 
formation Service was evidence they 
were “un-American.” 

The bills were sponsored by the 
Department of Labor, he said, but the 
commissioner of immigration was 
“born in Scotland.” 

“The Kerr-Coolidge bills have been 
called alien deportation acts;” he said. 

“They are misnamed. They should 
be designated bills to protect the 
alien criminal, the alien narcotic ad- 
dict and the alien nundersirables of 
every class from deportation.”

In a letter to the house military 
committee today, General John J, Per- 
shing told congress that army serv- 
ice must be made “more attractive” 
by offering additional inducements. 

He. gave “hearty indorsement” to 
the Thomason act, which would pro- 
vide a year’s annual active duty for 
1,000 R. O. T. C. reserve officers and 
selection of 50 of these officers for 
permanent active duty. 

The wartime leaders suggested 
some modification of the present 
methods of choosing appointees to the 
military academy “might well be con- 
sidered with a view of making the 
most promising of these young men 
available for selection.” 

Cut Coast Defense Fund. 

The senate committee elashed ap- 
propriations for seacoast defenses 
from $8,518,994 to $1,793,994 to 
bring this item in line with budget 
estimates. Of the latter amount $915,- 
591 will go for continental cogst de- 
fenses, $379,511 for insular, and 
$498,892 for Panama canal. 

The house had provided $3,150,973 
for exclusive use in improving Pacific 
coast ,harbor defenses, $3,141,780 for 
Hawniian defenses and $1,223,892 for 
the canal. The Pacific coast and Ha- 
waii were not specifically mentioned 
in the senate change. 

The committee left unchanged the 
house approved funds and authoriza- 
tions for purchase ‘of 565 new air- 
planes, and to increase the national 
guard by 5,000 officers and men.

JEMEN”INVESTONTING 
WAR MATERIAL FIRMS: 


Probe Is Preliminary Step 
to Prosecuting Unregis- 
tered Firms. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.+P)\—a 
Administration officialg disclosed to< 
night that Justice Department agents 
are conducting an investigation of 
many plants and agencies which may, 
produce, or deal, in war weapons. 

The inquiry was described as 
ae eg to possible prosecution for vioe 

tion of the arms control law. 

The justice operatives are under in- 
structions, officials gaid, to find out 
whether the plants are manufactur- 
ing, buying or selling airplanes, gun 
ammunition or other weapons labele 
“arms, ammunition and implements of 
war” by President Roosevelt. 

Although these firms, whose names 
were not disclosed, are listed by the 
State Department ae “presumed” man- 
ufacturers or dealers in weapons of 
war, they have not registered with 
the arms control office. The justice 
agents have been told to find out 
why. 

Under the arms control law all man- 
ufacturers, exporters and importers of 
arms, ammunition. and implements of 
war were required to register by No- 
vember 29, 1935. 

To date 125 firms have registered. 

Secretary Hull, who is charged with 
administration of the act, issued a 
warning last December that the named 
of companies “presumed to have fail- 
ed to comply with the law” would be 
sent to the attorney-general.for “ap- 
propriate” action unless they immedi« 
ately registered. 

When more than 30 failed to heed 
the warning, their names were for 
warded to the Justice Department and 
the current investigation was started, 

While some may be wilfully violat- 
ing the law, officials believe other 
have been unaware that some of their 
products fall within the list of war 
‘supplies proclaimed by the President. 
Airplanes are among them. 

Violation of the law is punishabl@ 
by a fine of not more than $10,000, 
or imprisonment for not more tha 
five years, or both.

denunciation of the Locarno treaty 
last week and his offer to negotiate 
for new affirmations of peace in Eu- 
rope. 
Hitler’s colorful words were broken 
time after time by loud salvos of ap- 
plause from his listeners. He inter- 
rupted his own words with a fit of 
racking coughs after he had become 
hoarse over a declamation of German 
progress against unemployment. 

He said that Germany had origi- 
nally subscribed to the Locarno pact 
“for the sake of international _under- 
standing” even though the agreement 
‘made it necessary for 14,700,000 Ger- 
mans to remain unarmed.” 

“Germany, because it believed oth- 
ers had violated the treaty, renodnced 
that treaty,” the reichsfuehrer dé- 
clared in an explanation of events 
of the last few days. “It drew from 
this fact the only logical consequence 
—namely, the re-establishment of its 
sovereignty.” 

Enmities Senseless. 

The nazi leader told hie audience 
he had “tried to apply the same prin- 
ciples that guided the Polish-German 
relations also to our relations with 
France.” 

“Perhaps this was the first time a 
German nationalist has asserted that 
continuation of the hereditary enmi- 
ties between the two nations was 
senseless.” 

He drew a colorful picture of the 
century-old conflict between France 
and Germany and expressed his per- 
sonal opinion that “dispassionate con- 
sideration of our mutual interests 
must lead us to understanding.” 

The reichsfuehrer discarded the ap- 
peal for European peace in his bitter 
attack on Russia. 

“While Russia is not on the Ger- 
man border, still through pacts she 
has been brought, through a third 
state, to Germany’s frontier,” he said 
referring apparently to the Franco- 
soviet . mutual military assistance 
treaty. 

We Know Bolsheviks. 

“What the bolsheviks want ie 
known to us,” Hitler shouted. “We 
have seen that in our own land. Only 
an unintelligent child burns its fin- 
gers twice. We do not need any more 
experience.” 

Developments today, Hitler said, 
“show that the first egg has been 
hatched.” 

“Tet us hope the nations will not 
permit more cuckoo’s eggs to be laid 
in their nests. If I turn against this 
power (Russia) I do it because I love 
my people.” 

He inferred that the soviet was be- 
hind the movement to: prevent nations 
from coming to the Olympics “because 
they don’t want the world to see how 
well Germany is operated.” 

“Germany desires nothing except to 
do its work quietly,” he asserted. “We 
do not tell other people what to do. 
It is a lie to say that national so- 
cialism wishes to impose itself on 
others. For my part, I would pre- 
fer to have our national socialism 
patented for ourselves.” 

Critics of nazi Germany have tak- 
en the appeal for mutual national 
equality in a questioning attitude, 
Hitler, declared, asking “is not this 
too ideal?’ 

“T say that whatever is based on 
common sense is real. What I am 
doing is much more real than what 
those are doing who approach the 
problem with hatred. 

Sees French Sympathy. 

“‘But the man is a nationalist,’ 
ery the Frenchmen from the other 
side of the border. Yes, yes, mein 
Gott! But it lies in’ the hands of 
this nationalist to bring understand- 
ing. He is the spokesman for 67,000,- 
000 persons.” 

The reichsfuehrer told his audience 
he would be happy if his “sole monu- 
ment consisted in historical recogni- 
tion of my ‘peaceful labors but I 
would consider myself a wretch if I 
did not want to protect this labor. 
We do not want Germany to be un- 
armed.” : 

“T think,” he added, “there is an 
incalculable number of Frenchmen 
who want to live in peace with Ger- 
many.” 

He ended his 78-minute speech 
with an appeal that the voters eup- 
port national socialistic policies in 


reichstag election March 29.

Mrs. Juliette Low in Savannah, 24 ~2ithe Ago, Formed 
First Unit and Organization ‘Now Has Membership 


14,000 Troops. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., March 12.—(/) 
Twenty-four years ago—on March 12, 
1912—Mrs. Juliette Low, o° Savan- 
nah, formed the nucleus of an or- 
ganization which has since become 
nation-wide in score and today is cele- 
brating its anniversay as the Girl 
Scouts of Ameriea. 

Mrs. Low, member of a prominent 
Georgia family, conceived the idea 
from the Girl Guides of England. 

She was the daughter of General 
William Washington Gordon and 
Eleanor Kinzie Gordon, of Savannah. 
In 1886, at the age of 26, she was 
married to William Low, of Welles- 
bourne House, Warwickshire, *Eng- 
land. 

During her long residence abroad, 
Mrs. Low became acquainted with 
Sir Robert Baden-Powell, founder of 
the Boy Scouts, and his sister, who 
founded the Girl Guides in England. 

Returning here in 1912, Mrr. Low 
organized a group of American Girl 
Guides and gave them the use of the 
stable and servants’ quarters behind 


her mansion for their meetings. 

The first member of the group in 
this country was Miss Daisy Gordon, 
now- Mrs. Samuel G. Lawrence, of 
West Virginia, a niece of Mrs. Low.

Then it is | 
set in the coldest part of the refrig- 
erator to chill thoroughly over night. 
Next day it is stiff enough to hold its 
shape when spread. 

A cream cheese pastry is made by 
working one-half pound each of but- 
ter and cream cheese into one-half 
pound, or two cups of flour. After 
the shortenings are worked in one ta- | 
blespbon cream igs added. The pastry ' 
is chilled. ‘Then it is divided into 


halves. Fach half is rolled on a light- 
ly floured board. Then the two lay- 
ers are laid on’top of one another. 
The chilled chicken is spread on the 
top layer. The pastry is then rolled 
like a jelly roll and sliced into pieces 
about one inch thick. These slices 


are laid, cut side down, on a greased 
baking sheet. They are baked in hot 
oven, 450 degrees for 15 minutes and 
then in a 300 degree.oven for 10 min- 
utes.

‘The extra calories in your 
menu will fil out the calories; and ex- 
ercise is an astringent by which you 
can smooth out the wrinkles. 
And you lucky normal weights are 
not immune to chin age! You, too, 
must give your throat the same daily 
care and protection you give your face 
lest you reveal your calendar age. All 
throats need exercise. Unless the mus- 
cles are used, they wither, and in thin 
throats scrawniness results, which in 
overweights the fat picks on this area 
as an undisturbed resting place. ,

But by the time the bidding had 
come around to him on the second 
round a definite situation had devel- 
oped. South, by his jump free bid, 
had shown not merely game, but slam 
aspirations. West had raised the 
hearts in the face of this danger. 
Obviously he had tried to indicate 
that a “sdve” might be profitable. 
North had furthered the slam prob- 
ability by his free raise. With an in- 
ferior suit (from at least the denom- 
inational point of view) East could 
not hope merely to outbid the spaces, 
therefore a more subtle defensive 
measure was demanded. Hence his 
four club bid, which carried a clear 
lead-directing message. 

South was given a tough problem 
by this bid. If it were honest and 

ast really would ruff an opening 
club lead, the enticing slam contract 
almost surely would fail, as a heart 
trick probably must be lost also. But 
he was by no means sure that East 
was not throwing dust in his eyes 
by warning of a purely imaginary 
danger. Incidentally, it might be well 
to point out that a. clever player in 
the East position might try just such 
a subterfuge to scare off a slam bid 
against which he had ne defense. 

South could not decide whether the 
cue-bid was honest or not, and for 
that reason swung to the conserva- 
tism of bidding only a game. But 
how that he had definitely set up a 
defense, East went ahead with his 
sacrifice plan, feeling sure that five 
hearts could not be severely punish- 

~ He was correct. It could have 
been defeated only one trick. South 
refused to be bilked out of the game 
and went to five spades. 

West followed orders and opened a 
club. East ruffed the king. Since a 
trick in diamonds appeared out of 
the question, and two more tricks 
were necessary for the contract's de- 
feat, East correctly underplayed his 
ace-king of hearts on the only hope 
that est would have the queen. 
When that card won the second trick, 
another club ruff gave the defenders 
their well earned victory.

One of my calls in Hollywood was 
at the studio making a color picture 
to known as “Dancing Pirate.” 1 
went inside a large building, and came 
to a little village, a pueblo of early 
Mexican-California type. There was 
a large plaza, with perhaps a dozen 
shops around it, and in addition there 
were houses, a cemetery, a mission 
and a jail. 

On and near the plaza, I saw 
people in full costume—lIndians, Mexi- 
can senoritas, and pirates who had 
disguised themselves as soldiers.

tures goes back 41 years, to the very 
year people in New York city were 
first able to see a public display of 
motion pictures. It was in 1895 that 
C. Francis Jenkins, an inventor, found 
a way to color films. He used a 
small brush to put several kinds of 
paint on the tiny pictures in the nega- 
tive. It was a long, hard task, but 
Jenkins finished an entire reel and it 
was shown on the screen. ; 

Another inventor—Robert Paul, an 
Englishman—tinted seven reels. Fifty- 
five thousand little pictures were tint- 
ed by hand, the rest with the help of 
stencils. 

Those early efforts are important in 
the history of eolor films, but years 
passed without much further progress. 
Almost all pictures filmed were with- 
out color; only now and then was 
there a new attempt to put it on the 
screen, . 

Twenty years ago, a new way was 
found to get colors into moving-pic- 
ture film negatives. It was a great 
step beyond hand-coloring or stencil- 
coloring, and led to several pictures 
which were partly in colors. In 1929 
and 1930, there came a flood of color 
pictures, but they did not succeed 
very well. Then the film industry 
turned back to the old black-and- 
white pictures. 

The reason givén for the failure 
is that two colors, not three, were 
used in making the films. In 1932 
came a three-color proces® which was 
brought forth largely by the work of 
Dr. Herbert T. Kalmus, a_ scientist 
who at one time was employed by the 
Canadian goverfiment. — - 

Walt Disney was a pioneer in mak- 
ing use of the new process, and his 
colored film, “Three Little Pigs,” won 
great success. Within recent months, 
a colored feature picture—‘Becky 
Sharp”—has been shown.~ Before long 
will come several more features in col- 
or, and efforts are being made to have 
the colors soft and pleasing to the 
eyes.

Every person who employs eight 
or more individuals on a total of 20 
or more calendar days during a calen- 
dar year, each day being in a differen: 
calendar week, is, with certain excep- 
tions, subject to the tax. 

a Exemptions Listed. 

elvering said it was not necessary 
that the weeks be consecutive nor that 
the persons employed be the same. It 
is sufficient. he said, if the total num- 
her of individuale employed during the 
24 hours of a calendar day ia eight 
or more. regardless of the period of 
service during that day or the basis 
of compensation. 

Physicians, lawyera, dentists, veteri- 
marians, contractora, subcontractors, 
public stenogranhers, auctioneers and 
others who follow an _ independent 
trade, business or profeasion in which 
they offer their services to the pub- 
lic were held to be independent con- 
tractors and not employers and there- 
fore not subject to the tar. 

Under the terme of the social se- 
curity act; employers of agricultural 
labor, domestic servants and officers 
and members of a ship’s crew are 
excepted from the tax. Also except- 
ed are federal, state and local gov- 
ernments and religions and charitable 
organizations. Another exception is 
in cases of family employment. such 
as where a husband employs his wife 
or children under 21 work for their 
parents. 

The regulations defined agricultural 
labor as including all services per- 
formed by an employe on a farm, in 
connection with cultivation and har- 
vesting of crops or the raising, feed- 
ing or management of livestock, bees 
and poultry. 

Services of an employe in connec- 
tion with the processing of articles 
from materials which were produced 
on a farm as well as the packing, 
packaging, transportation or market- 
ing of those materials, also are ex- 
cented. 

These services, however. must be 
performed by an employe of the own- 
er or tenant of the farm on which 
the materials were nroduced and must 
be incident to ordinary farm opera- 
tions as distinguished from manufac- 
turing or commercial operations. 

Domestic Service Defined. 

Domestic service excepted was ruled 
to be that performed in or about a 
private home by cooks, butlers, maids, 
valets, laundresses, furnace men, gar- 
deners, footmen, grooms and chanf- 
feurs of automobiles for family use. 

Domestic service performed in 
boarding or rooming houses, “fraternity 
houses, clubs, hotels or commercial 
offices is not excepted and employers 
must pay the tax. 

The basis of the tax. Helvering said, 
is the total amount of wages payable 
by an employer with respect to em- 
ployment during the calendar year, re- 
gardless of the time of actual pay- 
ment. 

The terms “wages” was held to 
mean all remuneration for employ- 
ment, whether payable in money or 
something other than money. 

Helvering said the tax was due and 
payable without assessment or demand 
on or before January 31 next follow- 
ing the close of the taxable year. The 
payments may be made in four equal 
installments.

western hemisphere has just been set 


up by Colonel Rafael Franco, Para- 
quay 8 provisional president. The tiny 

uth American country, whose pop- 
ulation does not reach a million, has 
thus achieved the distinction of hav- 
ing traveled from fural communism 
under the Jesnits in the 17th century 
to fascism in the 20th. 

Fascism, that is, with certain reser- 
vations. Some of the externale of 
fascism are there, if as such are taken 
the identification of the “liberating 
- Fevolution” with the state itself, the 
“enlisting of the civilian population 
in the task of carrying out all per- 
manent activities directly through 
state organizations,” and the show of 
military force with which the change 
was brought about. : 

But if the “fiscist” movement in 
Paraguay is divested of its oratorical 
forms and if abstraction is made for a 
moment of its ideological wrapping, 
what have we but the time-honored 
Latin “cuartelazo”—the coup from the 
barracks—and the traditional outlaw- 
ing of all political enemies? 

Revolt a “Natural.” 

That a military blow of some kind 
was brewing after the Chaco armi- 
stice was clear to all observers. Colo- 
nel Franco had distinguished himseif 
during the war with Bolivia not only 
by his bravery and cunning in action 
but also by his fraternal attitude to- 
ward his-troops. When the war was 
over, the revolt was a “natural.” The 
country’s economy was in bad shape, 
there was a military machine sudden- 
ly idle, there was a group of politi- 
cians in control, there was army re- 
sentment against this group and there 
was a popular and energetic command- 
er ready to jump at the chance of 
changing the existing order. It had 
to happen. When it did few were 
surprised to see President Ayala de- 
posed and the army’s chief, General 
Estigarribia, imprisoned. 

Colonel Franco was living in 
Buenos Aires, Argentina, when the 
revolution broke out in Asuncion, 
Paraguay. He was summoned by the 
revolutionists and a Buenos Aires 
newspaper chartered a plane to take 
him to his new post. He had been 
living in a cheap boarding house in 
the Argentine capital, not far from 
the docks where river schooners tie 
up, loaded with Paraguayan oranges 
and manned by Paraguayan crews 
speaking the strange guttural Gwara- 
nee language.
